Undergraduate Society Will Give 
the Proceeds of 1915 
Senior Dinner. 



Yesterday evening the annual fresh- 
man banquet was held at the Presby- 
terian College. This treat has always 
been given to the freshmen as a ré- 
compense for the dread tortures they 
suffer at the initiation. Last night, 
however, so tempting were the various 
courses ana so liberal and comprehen- 
sive the general appetite that It may 
fairly bo said that the banquet was 
and will be lu more senses than one a 
compliment to the invitation. 

R. McLean, the president of tho col- 
lege, presided as toastmaster, support- 
ed by the faculty and a few Montreal 
ministers. There were present also 
some 43 students. 

After the repast Mr. .McLean pro- 
posed as the first toast "His Majesty 
the King," which was accorded with 
great enthusiasm, aim completed bv 
the singing of the nationn! anthem. 

Next in order came the toast to the 
faculty, again proposed by the presi- 
dent. He lamented the great loss thai 
had been sustained by the death of the 
late revered principal, Dr. Scrlinger. 
The faculty of the college, he said, had 
always been strong, and tho present 
members wer.c no exception. By their 
writings they were known all over (lie 
English-speaking world, while their 
prowess in the classroom was well 
known to all theological students. 
There were, however, some student 
points of view that the proposer 
wished to bring before the notice of 
the faculty. In the first place, there 
were no options, and in the seeoni 
place tho professors were not com- 
pelled to take a course in pedagogy. 
These. Mr. McLean averred, sould 0» 
remedied. 

Dr. Welsh replied to this toast. Ha 
said there were two shadows over col- 
lege life this year. The first of la-îse 
was that the college had been 'leprlvcd 
of Its "head" when Dr. Scriuiser hail 
been taken from the principal's chair. 
Tho late principal, said Prof. Welsh, 
was a man with marvellous nielhoa in 
leaching, and with a large sympathetic 
.spirit towards the students, who loved 
him tho more as they knew him the 
better. The other shadow was the 
European war. which hung as a leaden 
cloud In Canada's sky. This, said the 
professor, was the reason of tho dimin- 
ished numbers in attendance at col- 
lege this year; in fact, it would be a 
shame If the college did boast of 
ils usual quota during this time of sac- 
rifice and strain. More than ever, he. 
said, do the students and professors 
need each other, and he hoped such 
would be the case. In conclusion. Dr. 
Welsh outlined the acquirements that, 
it was necessary to acquire during a 
college course. These were scholar- 
ship stimulated by a love of truth, per- 
sonal culture and qualification for citi- 
zenship and leadership. 

The toastmaster next called on Mr. 
A. Uay to propose a toast to the fresh- 
men in theology. He said that, most 
theologues took their theology on 
trust, and so the course bertame only 
valuable In its entirety. It was an 
epoch, he maintained, in a man's life 
to enter the mazes of theological doc- 
trines and dogmas and not lose touch 
with real life. 

Mr. W. Taylor, II. A., who replied, 
dwelt on the lost condition of a fresh- 
man in theology for the first few 
weeks, yet in time, and although limit- 
ed in numbers, tho class hoped to make 
up in quality what was lacking in 
quantity 

Mr. A. M. Popo proposed the toast 
of "Our Comrades Under Arms." He 
spoko with eloquence and feeling of 
the heroes who had given up all to 
serve King and country. Their sacri- 
fice ought to point the way to tho 
highest, expression of religion— the 
battle for tho just and tho right. 

Mr. Angus Sutherland, of the Grena- 
dier Guards, in reply, told how, al- 
though It had seemed at first, odd that 
theologues should enlist for service, 
yet now in tho knowledge of what. 
Britain wns fighting for, it was not 
only a privilege, but a duty. 

Next Next in order came the toast 
to tho Alumni, proposed by Mr. F. 
Mackenzie and responded to by the 
Rev. Malcolm Campbell. Uolh dwelt 
on the same thome, saying that the 
graduates from the colleges held hon- 
ored positions, not. only in this land, 
but in the lands beyond tho sea, and 
although some might bo less conspic- 
uous than others to tho public eye, yet 
all were doing a noble work. 

In more rapid succession there fol- 
lowed the toasts to the frshmen in 
Arts and Matriculation. .Mr. G. H. 
Fletcher, who proposed the Arts toast, 
said that the four years in McGIII were

The Personal Element 



Few of us are courageous enough to face, our difficulties 
relying only on our merits, and yet that is the single way of really 
doing anything worth while and getting any satisfaction out of 
*t. It is a very common error to let things slide on the shoul- 
ders of our friends. Such a course of action; means stagnation 
and never development. It means dependence and not independ- 
ence. Perhaps all this sounds rather vague and indefinite and 
does not seem to have any connection with the title of this edi- 
torial, but what we are trying to get at is this: Almost everyone 
at some time or other is seeking an office or a position, or a high 
mark or something of like nature. Now, there are two methods 
of landing what you want. One is to apply the personal element 
and the personal appeal. That is, you want to be considered in 
the light of who you are rather than what you *an do. This is 
the easiest way and often the most successful. The other method 
is to ask favors from no one and place your case simply and solely 
on the basis of merit. Sometimes it takes considerable bravery 
and not a little spunk to follow this latter course. We don't care 
or dare to be judged on our merits.

1VHES SAMOA WAS GERMAN. 

London.— What will most likely be' 
the last German consular report from i 
Bamoa^ has recently been issued for 
1913. tuo last full year 6f German oc-| 
cupation. The report mentions the 
great effort* made to promote tho use 
of the German language amongst tho 
Samoans, but states that the proximi- 
ty of English-speaking countries 
would always probably make the Eng- 
lish language necessary. A native poll 
tax of 20 marks for bachelors and 24 
marks for married men was In force at 
the time the report was made. 



On Monday, Rev. T. Bradley Hyde, 
of Roxboro' Drive, Toronto, received 
word that his son, Leslie, a Varsity 
student, had been promoted to a lieu- 
tenancy in the Royal Canadian Horse 
Artillery in England. Tho following 
day he received a cable that his son 
was dead. Tho news of the promotion 
was received in a letter from the son, 
who mentioned that Gordon Hamilton 
and himself had been made lieutenants 
in "C" Reserve Battery of the Royal 
Canadian Horse Artillery, at present 
stationed In London. Like a bolt from 
the blue sky came the following cable- 
gram announcing his death: 

" Leslie died peacefully, as the re- 
sult of an operation." 

The family had not been aware pre- 
viously that the. youth was even sick. 

Lieut. Hyde was a chum or Lieut. 
Hamilton, both getting their commis- 
sions at the same time. Ho was 19 
years of age and a St. Andrew's Col- 
lege boy. He was a lieutenant In the 
Cadet Corps there. It Is probable that 
ho will bo buried at the home of Ttev. 
Mr. Hyde's father in the south of Ire- 
land.

London Times' Tribute to Lnto Llcnr. 
H. S. Dnggan, Science '12. 

The I/mdon Times, in an obituary 
on Lieut. Hcrick Stevenson Duggan, 
Scl. '12. of the Royal Engineers, who 
was killed in action in France, re- 
marks that, he was a son of Mr. G. If. 
Duggan, of the Dominion Bridge Com- 
pany, and was one of the most brilliant 
of the younger generation of Canadian 
civil engineers. He volunterccd when 
war broke out only to be refused four 
times on account of a weak heart. 



Lorne C. Montgomery, quarter-back 
on the champion MeGill Intercollegiate 
Rugby team, and now In France with 
No. 3 (MeGill) General Hospital, 
writes as follows to Arthur S. Lamb, 
president of the Students' Council:

Tho 
prisoners arc under the direction of 
two of their officers, also prisoners 
of war, and attend to the agricultural 
dulies allotted to them with evident 
pleasure.

The prisoners, who aro being employ- 
ed ar substitutes for the laborers ab- 
sent, on military duties, receive ade- 
quate payment for their service and 
are glad to be relieved of the enforced 
idleness of life in the fortress.

Washington, Oct. 29. — A standing 
army of not over 150,000 men and the 
training of young men in schools and 
colleges for aclivo service forms iho 
backbone of what Senator Chamber- 
lain, chairman of tho Sénat» military 
affairs committee, considers an adé- 
quate national defence. 

The Senator arrived to do a consid- 
erable amount of campaigning for his 
defence programme before the opening 
of the Senate. He held conference 
yesterday with leaders on mutters of 
preparedness. 

"My Idea," said the Seuator, "is not 
a big, bulky standing army nor an ex- 
pensive army, but rather a Btnall, well- 
trained, efficient army, with special at- 
tention to be paid to the trained offi- 
cers, and more efficient national 
guards and the organization of the 
youths of tho nation Into something 
like tho Swiss system. 

"A year ago I advocated a pro- 
gramme similar to this, but without 
success. Now, I believe better results 
will be obtained. 

" The big important Item, I believe, 
is a large number of trained officers. 
I think it is generally understood that 
tho success of the German forces has 
been due to their trained skilled lead- 
ership."

Canada's Tonng Airmen Partlally Suc 
cess fui In Their Quest. 

The fight of Canada's young airmen 
for recognition as members of a Cana- 
dian aerial squadron has been partial- 
ly successful. They are to be granted 
army commission. Tho news has 
reached Toronto in tho form of a let- 
ter from Major-General W. G. Gwatkln, 
chief of the general staff, Ottawa. 
Major-General Gwatkln states that 
candidates for the military wing of the 
Royal Flying Corps must hold or ob- 
tain commissions In the Canadian mil- 
itia, and accept liability for general 
service overseas with the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force. Accepted can- 
didates will be granted free passage 
to the United Kingdom, where they 
will be required to undergo a course 
of Instruction in aviation. If they 
graduate as pilots they will be posted 
to the Royal Flying Corps, but In 
the event of their proving unsuitable 
for the Royal Flying Corps they will 
become available for service with the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force.

DISTANCE A FLY HAS 
BEEN TESTED TO FLY 



Experiments Show That the In- 
sect Has Travelled Nearly a 
Mile on Straight Journey. 



The distance which a fly can jour- 
ney and tho direction in which his 
flight is likely to lie are questions Im- 
portant enough to have been recently 
discussed before tho Cambridge Phil- 
osophical Society by Dr. E. Hindlo. 
Tho relations of this pestiferous little 
insect to the public health are so im- 
portant, indeed, that the doctor has de- 
voted profound study to its habits. 

He recently secured some 25,000 of 
the insects, and, after dusting them 
with colored chalk powder for the pur- 
pose of identification, set them free. 
In the meanwhile he had arranged for 
many stations at varying distances, 
where tho flies might be trapped. A 
good many of those which he had 
marked were so captured. 

The flies were released tinder ordin- 
ary weather conditions and without 
any effort toward influencing Iheir 
flight, the purpose being, of course, to 
ascerlaln their normal habits. The ex- 
periment showed that these insects in 
migrating fly against the wind, or at 
least, obliquely thereto. 

The longest flight accomplished wns 
700 metres, about 2,296 feet. The 
codrse of this fly was over open coun- 
try and comparatively free from trees. 
The greatest distance (ra versed by any 
In a city was approximately 1 too feet. 

The figures seem to indicate that the 
fly may travel about half a mile in
